To the congress of the United 
States: ‘ 


I transmit herewith for the in- 


formation of the congress my 
opinion setting forth the reasons 
which impelled me to remove 
Arthur E. Morgan, and my letter 
to him removing him, as a mem- 
ber and chairman of the board 
of the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity. I further transmit the opin- 
ion of the attorney general in re- 
gard to my power to remove for 
cause members of the board of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
I also append the transcript of 
the hearings which were had be- 
fore me on March 11, 18 and 21, 
1938, and which I think merit the 
serious consideration of all those 
interested in the TVA. I have 
filed my letter to Arthur E. Mor- 
gan and the transcript of the 
hearings, together with all ex- 
hibits marked for identification 
in the transcript, with the sec- 
retary of state. 

It is clearly the right of the 
congress to undertake at any time 
any fair inquiry into the admin- 
istration of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority or its policies which 
the congress may deem in the 
public interest. But I cannot in 
the meanwhile abdicate my con- 
stitutional duty to take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed. 

I call the attention of the con- 
gress to the fact that on the evi- 
dence presented I was obliged to 
find that— 


LIBELOUS CHARGES

(C) Arthur E. Morgan was con- 
tumacious in refusing to give the 
Chief Executive the facts, if eny, 
upon which he based his charges 
of malfeasance against his fellow 
directors, and in refusing to re- 
spond to questions of the Chief 
Executive relating to charges of 
obstruction made against him by 
his fellow directors.

SOLICITOR GENERAL’S OPIN- 
ION UPHOLDING PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(AP) 
The text of the opinion by Solici- 
tor General Robert H. Jackson, de- 
livered in the capacity of acting 
attorney general, wrich upheld le- 
gally President Roosevelt’s power 
to remove Arthur E, Morgan from 
the chairmanship of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority: 

March 18, 1938. 
The President, the White House. 
My dear Mr. President: 

I have the honor to comply 
with your request for my opin- 
ion respecting your power to re- 
move members of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority from office.

These distinguishing factors 
are not present in the case of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
It does not exercise quasi-legis- 
lative or quasi-judicial -func- 
tions, and the legislative history 
of the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity act contains no such indica- 
tions of purpose on the part of 
the congress to restrict the Pres- 
ident’s ordinary power to re- 
move executive officers appoint- 
ed by him.

58, 60, 63) are the only 
statutory provisions bearing upon 
the question: 

STATUTORY PROVISIONS 
BEARING ON QUESTION 

“Sec. 4, (f). ‘The board shall 
select a treasurer and as many 
assistant treasurers as it deems 
proper, which treasurer and as- 
sistant treasurers shall give such 
bonds for the safekeeping of the 
securities and moneys of the said 
corporation as the board may 
require: Provided, that any 
member of said board may be 
removed from office’at any time 
by a concurrent resolution of the 
senate and the house of repre- 
sentatives.’ 

“Sec. 6. ‘In the appointment 
of officials-and the selection of 
employes -for said corporation, 
and in the promotion of any such 
employes or officials, no polit- 
ical test or qualification shall be 
permitted or given consideration, 
but all such appointments and 
promotions shall be given and 
made on the basis of merit and 
efficiency. Any member of said 
board who is found by the Presi- 
dent of the United States to be 
guilty of a violation of this sec- 
tion shall be removed from office 
by the President of the United 
States.’ ” 

The provision in Section 4 (f) 
that members of the board may 
be removed by concurrent resolu- 
tion of the senate and house does 
not, and could not have been in- 
tended to, provide an exclusive 
means of removal. This is dem- 
onstrated by the provision in Sec- 
tion 6 that under certain condi- 
tions the President shall remove. 

DOUBLE PROVISION 
MADE FOR REMOVALS 

Perhaps the most that con be 
said of the provision in Section 
4 (f), under the circumstances, 
is that it was intended to provide 
a method of removal by the legis- 
lative branch in addition to the 
more cumbersome method of re- 
moval by impeachment. 

The provision in Section 6 that 
the President shall remove mem- 
bers of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority Board for violation of the 
inhibition against appointments 
and promotions for political rea- 
sons, cannot be construed as an 
intendment with statutory force 
that he shall not remove them 
for other causes. To authorize 
the President to remove a di- 
rector for mere consideration of 
a political endorsement in ap- 


pointing a minor employe, and’ 


yet to deny him the power to re- 
move a director for more sub- 
stantial causes (perhaps mount- 
ing to malfeasance in the highest 
degree) would be an absurdity— 
and the rules of construction do 
not permit an_ interpretation 

which would attribute to the con- 
gress the intendment of an ab- 
surd result. 

It is my opinion that you have 
the power to remove members of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
from office.

HIGH’S SECOND FLOOR 
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SELF-EVIDENT TRUTH 

The city of Gainesville yesterday accorded a 
magnificent reception to its distinguished guest, 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. The program 
moved without a single hitch to jar the perfec- 
tion of the proceedings. More than 50,000 people 
stood to hear their President speak and to ex- 
gress, as best they could, the love and admira- 
tion felt for him by all Georgians. It was a 
spontaneous outpouring of “good neighbors,” 
who wanted a genuine friend to know they feel 
gratitude and warm fellowship to one of the 
nost human of all the men who have occupied 
she White House. 

When the President, in the course of nis 
speech, said wages in the south are too low, he 
voiced a truth which the vast majority of 
southerners have long realized. He might, with 
>qual truth, have said wages are too low in the 
north, the east, the west or any other section 
of the nation. While men, women and children 
lack the material blessings which science, in- 
vention and modern industry can provide, al) 
wages are too low. 

Whether the fixing of minimum pay in dol- 
lars and cents is the proper solution for too 
low wages, however, is open to serious question. 

In all approaches to the problem of low 
incomes, it is essential that dollar wages not 
be confused with the true wage, which is meas- 


ured by purchasing power: The worker whose . 


pay is doubléd in dollars is no better off if his 
cost of living is likewise doubled. Wages do 
not mean anything except in their power to 
purchase the necessities and comforts of life. 

There can be no denial that it costs more 
to live in some sections, and under some condi- 
tions, than it does in others. The New York 
laborer who receives no more, in dollars, than 
the same class of laborer in Georgia or Missis- 
sippi is immeasurably worse off, in living com- 
fort, than his southern fellow. The federal gov- 
ernment itself recognizes this fact through the 
different wage scales adopted in different re- 
gions by the WPA. 

Probably the highest pay ever earned by 
labor, measured in dollars, was in Alaska and 
the Yukon during the gold rush. Yet the wage 
earner who counted his weekly wage in hun- 
dreds of dollars was not overpaid when he had 
to expend $5 for an egg, $2 for a pound of sugar 
and $1 for a cup of coffee. 

The solution of the low wage evil actually 
involves placing the comforts and luxuries of 
life within economic reach of the entire popula- 
tion. Arbitrary raising of dollar-pay will not 
do this, without involvement of many other con- 
tingencies. There must, in the first place, be 
proper assurance that the employer can pay 
the higher wages and continue to operate his 
business. If the mandatory increases in pay 
merely result in forcing the employer into 


bankruptcy, the net result is nothing but. added 
unemployment. 

There must also be assurance that the in- 
creased cost of industrial operation does not 
compel higher prices for the products, thus 
forcing upward the cost of living and making 
the higher wage scales meaningless in so far as 
true value is concerned. 

There must, likewise, be some safeguard 
against the natural tendency of a mandatory 
minimum wage to become, in too many cases, 
the maximum wage, also. During the existence 
of NRA, with its wage minimum of $12.50 a 
week, many workers who could not actually 
earn that amount were put out of jobs entirely 
and others with greater earning capacity were 
held down to that level, or near it. 

The logical road to higher wages is through 
aid and encouragement to industry, business 
and all employers. They would thus be helped 
into position where they could put more into 
their workers’ pay envelopes without endanger- 
ing their own economic existence. | 

Businessmen as a whole are fully alive to 
the business advantage inherent in greater 
spending power for the workers. They are, 
speaking generally, more anxious than any other 
group to see increased consumption of all prod- 
ucts and thereby increased activity and pros- 
perity for the nation’s industrial and economic 
structure. 

There are, it is true, exceptional cases of 
“chiseling” employers, the men who seek profit

by sweatshop methods. No reputable business 
man has anything but scorn for such as these. 
Government suppression of the sweatshop evil 
will be universally approved, just as elimination 
of other forms of unsocial racketeering is ap- 
proved. 

The surest road to higher pay for workers in 
the south, as in all sections of the country, is 
through removal of unnecessary handicaps 
placed upon business and through every pos- 
sible encouragement to business initiative, en- 
terprise and expansion. 

Higher wages will then come, inevitably. At 
the same time the cost of living can best be 
kept down by greater efficiency and economy 
in distribution, which is the keystone of the 
American economic problem of today. 

Through such a program the wage earner 
will enjoy more of the luxuries and comforts 
of life. He will possess a greater purchasing 
power which is, after all, the only true measure 
of income. 


FUTURE HIGHWAY SAFETY 


Safety engineers Have stated that, if the 
highways of the nation were as safe as they 
could be constructed, with present-day knowl- 
edge of the problem, 98 per cent of the nation’s 
traffic fatalities would be prevented. They add 
to this, however, the item of cost. It is said 
that the present national highway system has 
cost $26,000,000,000 and has taken 30 years or 
more to create. To make the roads really safe 
will require another 30 years and additional ex- 
penditures of, probably, $50,000,000,000. 


The relationship of highway engineering to 
the automobile death problem is dramatically 
explained in an article by Paul G. Hoffman, 
president of the Automotive Safety Foundation, 
appearing in the current issue of The Saturday 
Evening Post. Four basic principles of highway 
safety are listed as essential if the national 
death rate is to be lowered, as it can and 
should be. That death rate today is 15.9 deaths 
per 100,000,000 miles traveled. It is prophesied 
that, by improved highway building, this rate 
can be cut to not more than one-third its 
present ratio within the next quarter century. 

The four principles of highway construction 
advocated are: : . 


Vehicles traveling in opposite directions on 


the same highway must be separated. The fa-. 


miliar white line down the middle of the paving 
is not sufficient. There must be a parkway or 
other physical divider between the opposite di- 
rectional traffic lanes. 


Cross-traffic must be at separate levels. The 
cloverleaf plan of turns must be adopted and 
highway intersections at the same level elimi- 
nated. | 

Objects, either mobile or stationary, must be 
forbidden on the rights-of-way. This includes 
pedestrians, parked cars, soft shoulders, tele- 
phone posts, improperly placed guard rails, 
bridge or culvert heads. These, and other in- 
truders, must be excluded entirely. That pos- 
sibly may involve the construction of sidewalks 
for pedestrians in the more thickly populated 
areas. 

The fourth essential is different traffic lanes 
for cars traveling at different speeds in the 
same direction. This so as to avoid accidents 
involving rear end crashes. 

Of course, it is not expected that all these 
safety factors will be incorporated on all high- 
ways. But they must be used on all roads carry- 
ing heavy traffic loads and on all through- 
traffic highways. Other less important roads 
will eventually be constructed with all reason- 
able safety features, but at lower costs com- 
menstrate with the volume of traffic and im- 
portance of the route. 

Engineers declare that the objective must 
be safety for cars traveling at 50 miles per 
hour. Higher speeds than this are not safe 
under any conditions for thé average driver, 
because the human strain involved is too severe. 
Yet economy in time and in other ways de- 
mands speeds between 40 and 50 miles per hour. 

Someday, undoubtedly, America will solve 
the problem of highway safety. The present 
mounting toll of life and injury and property 
damage cannot be permitted to continue un- 
checked. The final solution will come through 
a combination of better highway construction, 
safer cars, better trained drivers and reasonable 
laws efficiently enforced to protect the public 
from the reckless, accident-prone or physically 
deficient few who constitute, per se, a constant 
menace as long as they are permitted behind 
the steering wheel of a moving vehicle.

‘Good Neighbor’

ican “big business” in the west- 
ern hemisphere. 

This last act caps a period of 
several years, the era of the 
“good neighbor” policy, in which 
large American. enterprises, 
dubbed the “Yankee Octopus” by 
politicians in search of a sure-fire 
slogan, have been at the receiv- 
ing end of a series of kicks 

Mexico has taken over the 
American and British oil conces- 
sions. 


Ecuador Places Ecuador has

ecavy rines expel and has 
slapped huge fines on the Amer- 
ican-owned South American De- 
velopment Company, a mining en- 
terprise. Bolivia has - expropri- 
ated American oil properties and 
has levied big fines on the own- 
ers. Colombia also has similarly 
punished American interests op- 
erating there. Argentina, after a 
long disagreement with the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, finally pur- 
chased the United States corpora- 
tion’s assets, lock, stock and bar- 
rel. and forced it out: 

The impression thet under the 
“good neighbor” policy the United 
States will not send armed forces 
to protect American interests 
abroad, or otherwise use  pres- 
sure, has led to a _ widespread 
movement in Latin America to 
reweigh the terms. granted to 
United States individuals or cor- 
porations doing business there. It 
had been felt for some time that 
the concessions given were too 
generous, and in some _ instances 
prompted by negotiations with 
former regimes not averse to per- 
sonal gain. The time has there- 
fore apparently been judged ripe 
for a general straightening out of 
contracts. In this process, Amer- 
ican investments (which _ total 
about $4,800,000,000 in Latin 
America) have been gradually 
made the object of a now thor- 
oughgoing housecleaning, or di-

the resolution adopted by the last 
Pan-American conference, held at 
Buenos. Aires, Argentina, in De- 
cember, 1936, which opened with 
an address by President Roose- 
velt.

Text of Roosevelt’s Address at Gainesville 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., March 23.— 
(AP)—The text of President Roose- 


velt’s speech today in dedicating a 
city square named in his honor fol- 
lows: 


This celebration, the outward 
and visible commemoration of 
the rebirth of Gainesville, is 
more than a symbol of the fine 
courage which has made it pos- 
sible for this city to come back 
after it was in great part de- 
stroyed by the tornado of 1936. 

These ceremonies touch the 
interest and life of the whole na- 
tion because they typify a citi- 
zenship which is latent in the 
American character but which 
too often remains quiescent and 
too seldom expresses itself. You 
were not content to clear away 
the debris which I, myself, saw 
as I passed through Gainesville 
a couple of days after the dis- 
aster. You were not. content 
with rebuilding along the lines 
of the old community. You were 
not content with throwing your- 


selves on the help which could), 


be given to you by your state 
and by the federal government. 


“YOU DESERVE 
ALL PRAISE” 


On the contrary, you deter- 
mined in the process of rebuild- 
ing to eliminate old conditions of 
which you were not proud; to 
build a better city; to replace 
congested areas with parks; to 
move human beings from slums 
to suburbs. For this you, the 
citizens of Gainesville, deserve 
all possible praise. 

It is true that in the planned 
work of rebuilding you received 
federal assistance. Chairman 
Jesse Jones, of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, tells 
me that they invested nearly 
$1,000,000 in Gainesville with 
the objective of helping to re- 
build the city and that he knows 
of no-similar sum wh.ch has 
been used to better advantage. 
The Public Works Administration 
aided in projects for schools, for 
an almshouse, for a courthouse, 
for water works and for a jail, 
and the WPA assisted not only in 
cleaning up the wreck and tak- 
ing care of destitute people but 
also in repairing sewers and side- 
walks, street lighting, repaving 
and. parks and schools. But all 
of this would have been wholly 
insufficient if you had not pro- 
wided far greater help from your 
own ranks in the form of money 
and in the form of unselfish co- 
operation. 

In the task there has been an 
essential unanimity in the gift 
of personal interest and personal 
service. Few among your citi- 
zens have held back. You had 
needs—great needs. They were 
met in accordance with the 
Democratic principle that those 


needs should be filled in propor- 


tion to the ability of each indi- 
vidual to help. 


CHIEF EXECUTIVE 
ASSAILS SELFISHNESS 


I tell you that this has a na- 
tional significance and I want to 
give you a few illustrations of 
where and how the application 
of this principle to national 
problems would amply solve our 
national needs. 

Today, national progress and 
national prosperity are being 
held back chiefly because of self- 
ishness on the part of a few. If 
Gainesville had been faced with 
that type of minority selfishness 
your city would not stand rebuilt 
as it is today. 

The type of selfishness to 
which I refer is definitely not 
to be applied to the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the American 
public. 

Most people, if they know both 
sides of a question and are .ap- 
pealed to to support the public 
good, will gladly lay aside self- 
ishness. But we must admit 
that there are some people who 
honestly believe in a wholly dif- 
ferent theory of government than 
the one our’ constitution pro- 
vides. 

You know their reasoning. 
They say that in the competition 
of life for the good things of life 
“some are successful because they 
have better brains or are more 
efficient; the wise, the swift and 
the strong are able to outstrip 
their fellowmen. That is nature 
itself. And it is just too bad if 
some get left behind.” 


HUMAN LIVES 
AHEAD OF DOLLARS 


It is that attitude which leads 
such people to give little thought 
to the one-third of our popula- 
tion which I have described as 
being ill-fed, ill-clad and _ ill- 
housed. They say, “I am not my 
brother’s keeper’ —and they 
“pass by on the other side.” Most 
of them are honest people. Most 
of them consider. themselves ex- 
cellent citizens. 

But this nation will never per- 
manently get on the road to re- 
covery if we leave the methods 
and the processes of recovery to 
those who owned the government

On December 20 Mr. Hoover 
again addressed Mr. Roosevelt, 
reiterating his request for joint 
action in setting up machinery to 
deal with the three international 


problems of debts, disarmament 
and the economic conference. 
This time he suggested the des- 
ignation of Owen D. Young, Colo- 
nel House, “‘or any other men 
of your party possessed of your 
views and your confidence to sit 
in during the discussions, 


be kept advised of the progress» 
of “the preliminary discussions 
regarding the World Economic 
Conference. 

Other meetings between the 
President and President-Elect 
followed. Meanwhile the crisis 
of the depression was reached, 
Striking first at the nation’s 
banks. An attempt was made 
upon Mr. Roosevelt's life in Mi- 
ami. On March 4, a Saturday, 
Mr. Roosevelt was inaugurated 
and simultaneously Governor 
Lehman, of New York, closed 
the banks of that state. The zero 
hour for the country’s economic 
structure had been reached.

WASHINGTON, - March 23.— 
The house judiciary committee 
today reported a bill providing 
for an additional judge in the, 
northern district of Georgia. 

A similar senate measure pfo-| 
vides an additional district judge 
for the state but recommended 
that he be a “roving” judge to 
serve in the northern, middle and 
southern districts.

“How can it be Monday on 
one side of the line, and Sunday 
on the other side?” they asked. 
“How can it be Monday up to 8 
o’clock in the evening and then 
go back to Sunday?”

An Englishwoman at my table 
in the dining room said, “I used 
to know the reason, but I don’t 
know it anymore.” 

If I had gone around the world 
by traveling first to Asia, there 
would have been an extra amount 
of time in each day of westward 
travel. The extra time would have 
been from half an hour to an 
hour, depending on my rate of 
travel. 

When I finished my trip, travel- 
ing “with the sun,” I would have 
gained enough extra half hours 
and hours to make one full day. 
At least it would have been that 
way except for one thing—cross- 
ing the date line! When you cross 
that line, going westward, you 


on noon Sunday, it would sud- 
denly become noon on Monday. 

That loss of a day would just 
balance the time gained from day 
to day on a round-the-world trip. 

There was warfare in China 
last year, so I sailed eastward in- 
stead of westward. I hoped the 
war would be over by the time I 
reached China, 

While sailing eastward, across 
the Atlantic, I lost about an hour 
a day aboard the fast-sailing 
Queen Mary. Later I lost time 
while going by train from France 
to Italy, by boat from Sicily to 
Port Said, and while crossing the 
Indian ocean from the Red sea 
to India and Ceylon. I kept on los- 
ing time on my way from Ceylon 
to Singapore. When we turned 
northward, I lost only a few min- 
utes a day while going to Shang- 
hai. 

From Shanghai, I traveled al- 
most straight eastward again, and 
lost 40 minutes or so a day. If it 
had not been for the date line, 
I’d have lost one full day by the 
time I got back home. 

The date line gave me back a 
day. The time changed from Mon- 
day back to Sunday, so I was 
given a day to make up for all the 
half hours and hours I had Jost. 
To keep passengers from getting 
too much mixed up, the ship’s of- 
ficers called the extra day “mee 
ridian day.”

Mitchell, of the Nebraska league; 
Fayetteville, of the Arkansas-Mis-< 
souri; Crookston, of the Northern 
league, and Newport, of the 
Northeast Arkansas league 

In addition, Springfield, Mo, of 
the Western association, was fined 
$1,000 for failing to keep its cards 
above the table, and Cedar Rapids 
and Sacramento, the latter of the 
Pacific Coast league, each being 
penalized $588, the judge explain- 
ing: “It being esseential to take 
from them these profits of their 
misconduct.” 


EFFECTS UNKNOWN. 


Ultimate effects of the judge’s 
booming decision could not accu- 
rately be told, but it undoubtedly 
was the opening gun of an inten- 
Sive campaign aimed principally 
at Branch Ricky, sly operative of 
the Cardinals and father of the 
so-called farm system. Judge 
Landis promised an _ additional 
statement within a fortnight, in 
which he was expected to list all 
of the players affected by today’s 
decision He would not say today 
whether a player now with a ma- 
jor league team was involved. 

In order not to place too great 
a hardship on the teams whose § 
players were declared free agents, 
the judge stipulated that all ex- 
cept those of Monett would be per- 
mitted to sign back for the 1938 
season. The 17 Monett performers 
must look for other jobs. 

Judge Landis set a record for 
his office by requiring 5,000 words 
to announce his decision, and 
Branch Rickey at near-by St. Pe- 
tersburg, was as befuddled as the 
baseball writers until he had read | 
the document four times. The

again under way. Prices have 
dropped below the point at which 


they met support last November 
and have penetrated the lowest 
levels of this bear market. In 
consequence, speculative and in- 
vestment sentiment is proportion- 
ately depressed. 

The important thing now, how- 
ever, is to remember that the de- 
cline in the business indexes pre- 
ceded this phase of the market. In 
other words, stocks have not as 
yet readjusted themselves to the 
prevailing level of industrial ac- 
tivity, and therefore there is less 
reason for believing than is gen- 
erally the case that the renewed 
downward trend in equities fore- 
casts a similar additional reces- 
sion in business. 


Reaction in Stocks. 

The situation is probably with- 
out precedent, certainly in recent 
times. T. - reaction in stocks was 
doubtless retarded by the trading 
restrictions imposed under gov- 
ernment control, and, in particu- 
lar, those affecting short selling. 
It is possible to stop speculative 
commitments for the decline, but 
it is not possible to avoid a de- 
cline when outside conditions 
warrant it. It comes sooner or 
later, and, if sooner, the recovery 
which is assured in either event 
is brought that much closer. 

Perhaps it is a good thing to 


brake a reaction, to make it or- 
derly, as the phase is, but that. 
does not mean that it can be in-| 
definitely postponed. The various | 
stabilization funds and_ so-called 
controls have succeeded in mod- 
erating the violence of currency 
fluctuations, but they have not 
prevented economic forces from 
working their natural effect over 
a period of time.

Just one example to make the 
point that the recession in busi- 
ness outran tthe reaction in stocks. 
In 1937, from the high to the low, 
the Federal Reserve index of 
steel ingot production dropped 65 
per cent. The reaction in United 
States Steel common from the 
1937 high to the low was 57 per 
cent. Now, as the steel rate ad- 
vances, the price of steel common 
recedes. For a time at least both 
these trends can continue, but 
eventually the market for the

NEW PAROLE BOARD 
ASSAILED BY GRICE 


Usurpation of Court’s Func- 
tions Charged by Jurist 
in Pembroke. 


PEMBROKE, Ga., March 23.— 
(P)—Superior Judge J. T. Grice 
told a Bryan county grand jury 
this week that the new state pris- 
on and parole board had “usurped 
the functions of the court” and 
set itself up as a “supersupreme 
court.”

“The law makers created this 
(the parole) board for the, pur- 
pose of looking into meritorious 
cases,” he said, “When a man has 
served perhaps a good part of his 
sentence, and where he has a good 
record, l.e might be turned loose;

asupersupreme court in this state. 

“They have usurped the func- 
tions of the courts and sit in their 
office in Atlanta and listen to the 
wants of the prisoners and nullify 
the sentence of the court in its 
function, and I resent here or any- 
where else such interference with 
the orderly process of our laws.” 

In Atlanta, Chairman Vivian 
Stanley, of the parole board, de- 
clined comment. Stanley indicated 
further statements concerning 
Judge Grice’s charge might be 
made later.

| Wealthy Prince 
Ot India Dies; 
Thousands Weep 


LAHORE, India, March 23.—(#) 
The tall, bearded and heavily be- 
jewelled Maharajah of Patiala, one 
of the wealthiest and most im- 
portant Indian Princes, died to- 
night. He was 46 years old. 


The Maharajah governed 1,600,- 
000 subjects, mostly the broad- 
shouldered Sikhs in the most im- 
portant state of the Punjab, a 
realm of about 6,000 square miles 
in India’s extreme northwest. 

Thousands of weeping Indians 
surrounded the Maharajah’s palace 
and the whole state went into 
mourning. The Maharajah was 
succeeded by his 24-year-old son. 

He was typical of the warlike 
Sikhs, fierce-looking. with black 
beard and curled moustache. He 
had served with the Indian expe- 
ditionary force in the World War 
and in Afghanistan. 

$4,500,000 Income. 

Soldier, sportsman and im- 
periai statesman, he held the hon- 
orary rank of lieutenant general 
in the British army and last year 
was appointed extra honorary 
aide-de-camp to King George VI. 

The Maharajah had an income 
of $4,500,000 a year. He traced 
his ancestry back through 54 gen- 
erations and, beyond that, to the 
divine Khrishna himself. He once 
summoned a painter to do his por- 
trait in state robes which included 
$30,000,000 worth of jewels. 

His full name was Lieutenant 
General His Highness Maharajah 
Sir Bhupindar Singh Mahindar 
Bahadaur. 

Silver Bath Installed. 

On his visits to London, the 
Maharajah would engage the 
whole floor of one of the best ho- 
tels. A solid silver bath was in- 
stalled for his highness’ use and 
/5,000 cut roses were delivered 
every day to adorn the rooms. 

In his huge collection of jewels 
was a string of a Teputed to 
be worth $5,000,0 

His favorite uso A were hunt- 

ing and cricket. In 1911 he took 
an Indian cricket team to England 
at his own expense. He used his 
vast wealth to develop his realm, 
building railroads with his own 
funds. 
_ He was selected in 1918 to rep- 
resent the ruling Princes of India 
at the imperial war conference and 
imperial war cabinet, was Indian 
delegate to the Versailles peace 
conference and many times was 
chancellor of the chamber of 
princes.

WASHINGTON, March 23.— 
(?)—Chairman Ramspeck, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, of the house la- 
bor subcommittee drafting new 
wage-hour legislation said to- 
day the American Federation of 
Labor apparently still favors a 
rigid minimum wage.

Representative Emmett 
Owen, a Griffin Democrat who 
accompanied him from Washing- 
ton, introduced him. 

The President said in the old 
days Warm Springs had a cottage 
Known as “Griffin.” Georgia then 
was “dry, at least in theory,” and 
ithe men-folk, finding it impossi- 
ble to get a drink at the hotel, 
used to tell their wives they had 
business in Griffin, the town.

50 Atlanta Lawyers Will Draw Up 
City, County Reorganization Bill 


Robert B. Troutman Heads Commission Which Will Draft 
Legislation Along Lines Recommended 
in Reed Report. 


Legislation for reorganization 
of city and county governments 
as recommended by Dr. Thomas 
H. Reed, governmental expert, 1s 
to be drafted within the next few 
weeks by a commission of 50 At- 
lanta lawyers who met last night. 
The proposed new laws will be 
submitted to the public. 

Pointing out the lawyers are 
writing the proposed legislation 
and not sponsoring it, Robert B. 
Troutman, chairman of the com- 
mission, named by Bar Assocla- 
tion President John T. Dennis, de- 
clared policies outlined in the leg- 
islation will be decided by the 
Chamber of Commerce and city 
and county leaders who backed 
the Reed survey. : 

The chairman said the issues 
will be presented to the people 
either in a referendum or in the 
platforms of legislative candi- 
dates. ' 

Committee Objectives. 

Subcommittees of the commis- 
sion were appointed to write a 
new city charter which would in- 
corporate a nine-man legislative 
council with the mayor, at a sal- 
ary of $10,000 per year, as chief 
executive; to revise county rule to 
provide a county president with a 
legislative body of commissioners 
who would be empowered to 
levy business licenses, establish 
tax districts for health and police, 
and to adopt a new charter which 
would put departments on bases 
suggested by Dr. Reed; to revise 
the city board of education; to 
embody civil service and merit 
promotion in the city and coun- 
ty; to consolidate « certain city- 
county functions, such as hospitali- 
zation planning, health and parks; 
to revise taxation methods and to 
equalize county tax assessments. 

Troutman presided at a dinner- 
meeting of the commission mem- 
bers at the Capital City Club, in- 
troducing Dennis, J. P. Allen, 
chairman of the Chamber ,of Com- 
merce survey study committee, C. 
F. Palmer, chamber president, and 
others. 

Dennis said a number of new 
city charters have been written by 
individuals in the past but assert- 
ed the combined efforts of the 
lawyers will probably prove more 
successful. 

“The sentiment of the public and 
of the lawyers of the city and 
county is behind this,” he de- 
clared.
